Beginning Today, Decree Affects 
Catholies in America. 


IT ADDS MANY CONDITIONS. 


But Bishop Muldoon Points Out Hard- 
ships Can Be Avoided. 


With the dawn of this Easter Sunday, Pope 


| Pius’ decree on marriage, emphasizing the 


sanctity of the relation, will go tnto effect In 
every Roman Catholic parish tn this country. 
It is contained and prescribed, in the recent 
papal document, “ Ne temere.”’ 

“The notice, following the pontiff’s de 
cision relating to the sanctity of the mar- 
riage state, Was sent out to all the Chicago 
churches at the beginning of Lent/”’ said 
Chancellor Dunne last night, “and will go 
into effect today.”’ 

The provisions of the new legislation em- 
brace betrothal, or engagement, and what 
marriages are valid in the eyes of the church, 
when a priest validly may perform the mar- 
riage ceremony, and conditions regarding 
mixed marriagée—that is. a marriage be- 
twetn a Catholic and a non-Catholic. 


Priest Must Have Jurisdiction. 

Under the decree a radical change is made 
in the present discipline with regard to mixed 
marriages. Hereafter such alliances will 
not be valid unless contracted before a priest 
having jurisdiction over marriage in the 
place where the marriage is performed. 
Even when a dispensation has been obtained 
the marriage, in order to be valid, must 
be performed by a_priest having such juris- 
diction. 

The dimitation of the jurisdiction of priests 
in this respect is one of the chief clauses 
in the papal document. In plain words, no 
priests can go into another city, town, or 
village and perform a Marriage ceremony 
validly, unless he has first received authori- 
zation from the episcopal authorities or their 
admmistrators. 

The only exception to this is in the case 
where the circumstances are such that 
“marriage is necessary to relieve con- 
sclence,’’ as in the case of a person about 
to die, and so ‘legitimize any offspring 
there, may be,” 


Bishop Points Out Exceptions. 

“ Formerly,”’ said Bishop Muidoon of the 
Chicago diocese, “ it was possible for a priest 
to go out of his parish and assist at any mar- 
riage where his presence was requested by 


the parties to the contract. Under thé new: 


law .it is prescribed that the priest and. the 
ordinary assist validly at a marriage only 
within the limite of thetr territory... It is 
held important, algo, that the marriage is to 
be’ celebrated before the perish priest of the 
bride, ‘but even this may be subjected to 
modifications. 

You will understand that, for instance, a 
young woman in a certain parish in Chicago 
may have good reasons why she should not 
prefer to be married in her own church or be- 
fore her own people. It may be a question 
where the bridegroom or his parents are in a 
position to shoulder al) responsibilities of ex- 
pense or alleviate all the possible delicacies 
of a situation. In such cases thé ceremony 
may be performed fn the parish of the bride- 
groom with the full consent of thé church, 
and it is permitted that a just cause only shall 
be required, not a grave necessity, 

Satisfy Simple Justice. 

“There is no disposition to be unjustly ar- 
pbitrary in a matter waere, ratio justice 
ie satisfied. 

‘sThe pari¢h priest and ‘ste ordinary may. 
grant permission to another priest to assist

As to the need of this retorm, Bishop Mul- 
doon had this to say: 

“That there was need of doing something 
to counteract the evil arising from the lax- 
ity of the people with respect to marriage 
and its vows there can be no question. 

‘When the president recognizes the evil 
and openly deplores it and.cailp attentioin 
to it the evil must be general, And when 
ministers go about on and off shipboard 
soliciting matrimonial business, when flighty 
persons rush off on @ moment's impuise 


across the lake to find somebody to marry | 


them, or for a dare or on @ wager are mar- 
ried in a balloon or in an automobile, it is 
time to do something to return to sanity 
and appreciate the sanctity of marriage.” 


Verbal Promise Not a Bar. 

The new legislation does not impose upon 
the people about to marry an obligation to 
make formal prenuptial engagements in writ- 
ing and before witnesses as a4 prerequisite 
for marriage. They may be married, as 
heretofore, after a simple verbal promise of 
mafriage given to each other. This is a 
liberal interpretation of the clause regarding 
“ sponsalia " of the papal decree which di- 
rects that to be valid and canonical engage- 
meénts should be “ drawn up in writing, duly 
signed by the parties contracting sponsalia, 
and attested by proper witnesses.”

His Advice Goes Unheeded, and Con- 
sumption of Brew Is Big. 


‘* Look not upon the bock beer when it franeth 
in the glass, for it bucketh like an urtamed 
goat and giveth thee an enlarged head upn the 
morrow.”’

Chicago ushered in the bock beer s+ason 
yesterday by coneuming about 25,000 barrels 
of the fluid, and there is a correspondingly 
large number of headaches this morning. 

Bock beer is a seductive beveage. A man 
drinks one glass of it and he wante another. 
After he has had two glasees he says to 
himself that he will have “ just one more” 
and then go home. j 

He smacks his lips after the third glass 
and unconeciously orders the fourth. Just 
what happens to him after haying drunk his 
fourth glass he doesn’t exactly know, but 
he usually wakes up In a police station after 
geeping off the effects of the bock. 

Hundreds of men in Chicago will pass 
through this experience today. Some of 
them, perhaps, have gone through it before. 
and no doubt they vowed that they would 
never again drink more than two glasses of 
bock beer at one time. 


Sign of the Goat a Tempter. 

The signs in the saloon windows beckoned 
to them yesterday and they listened to the 
tempter—the animal with the horns and 
whiskers. Remembering past experiences, 
they resolved to drink only two glasses of the 
brown beverage, but the goat made them 
forget the good resolutions. 

‘“There’s nothing in the world that wit! 
turn a man’s head like a few glasses of bock 
beer,’’ said City Physician Baldwin. ‘* Some 


men never drink beer at any other season of * 


the year than right now, which is called the 
*bock ' season, and they get intoxicated. 

** Bock beer has a sweet taste, and the more 
one drinks of it the more he wants. If a 
man would take a couple of glasses and 
then leave it alone it would be ail right. But 
it seems that after a person has drunk two 
glasses he wants more. 3 

‘My advice is: Leave it alone, for it cer- 
tainly will give you a big head and a seal 
brown taste in the mouth.”’ 


More Arrests than Usual. 


That the bock beer season was inaugurated 
auspiciously was evidenced at such police 
stations as Harrison street, Maxwell street, 


Desplaines street, and the East and West | 


Chicago avenue stations. The usual number 
of Saturday night arrests was greatly aug- 
mented by the acquisition of “ bock beer 
jags."" as they are called by the police. If 
arresta continue for the next twenty-four 
hours at the same rate as the last twenty- 
four many of the station houses will be un- 
able to care for the bock beer victims. 

“The reason bock beer knocks a person 
out,"’ said a Chicago brewmaster, ‘‘ is that it 
is stronger than the ordinary brew. The 
genuine brand is about a year old and it is 
brewed specially for the Easter season. It 
has a sweetishtaste and unless one has strong 
will power he is apt to drink too much of it.

MANY SE2 SPECTACULAR FIRE 


Simmons Mfg. Co. and McAnsh, 


Dwyer & Co. Damaged. 


PLACE LOSS AT $125,000. 
Department Makes Record in Amount 


of Hose Employed. 


Fire “fans” were given an unusual op- 
portunity to satiate their appetites yesterday 
in a spectacular blaze burning within the 
walls of a large warehouse near the Erie 
street bridge, over the north branch of the 
river. 

The four story brick building at 7 West 
Erie street, occupied by two firms and used 
as a storage warehouse, was damaged. The 
Simmons Manufacturing company, makers 
of metal beds, and McAnsh; Dwyer & Co., 
furniture manufacturers, occupied the build- 
ins. 

The fire gained headway before an alarm 
was turned tn, late In the afternoon, and 
continued to blaze until after sundown. It 
was watched by a crowd sitting on freight 
cars, sheds, and bridges: 


Details of the Loss. 
Estimates of the losses, partially covered 
by insurance, were as follows: 
McAnsh, Dwyer & Co., stock...... ésedes 
McAnsh, Dwyer & Co., building 
Simmons Manufacturing Co., stock 


The entire working force left the place at 
4 o'clock, and ae the night watchman did 
not go on duty until 6 the flames, which 
are supposed to have started in the store- 
rooms of the furniture concern, made great 
progress before they were seen by a police- 
man. ‘ 

When the first company arrived it was 
found that the rear half of the first two 
floors, within walls unbroken save by a door 


or two, were filled with flames. A general 


alarm was sent in and Chief Horan, Assistant 
Chief Seyferlich, and a dozen companies 
responded. 

The first men in the building discovered 
that a fire wall divided the 215 foot building 
half way back, and in spite of the clouds of 
smoke they closed the iron doors that had 
been left open, saving alr the front half of 
the structure except the upper floor, to which 
the fire wall did not extend. 

Because of the surroundings the fight 
against the blaze was difficult. On three 
sides were the railroad yards of the North- 
western and in front was the Erie street 
bridge. Chief Horan estimatdd that asimuch 
hose was used as has been used in any fire 
of recent years. 


Burns Till Late at Night. 


The fireboat Illinois added two powerfu! 
streams with 300 pounds pressure to the total 
of the engines, but it was not until nearly 8 
o’clock that any of the companies were or- 
dered away. . 

About 7 o’clock the front part of the roof 
was judged safe enough for the conduct of the 
fight from there and it was while Assistant 
Chief Seyferlich was on that section that 
the rear half fell, carrying the floors down 
with it. He was standing near the safety 
line of the fire wall and for a few momenta 
it was thought he had been carried down.

PISTOL BATTLE ON TROLLEY; 
200 FIGHT FIVE FUGITIVES. 


Three Alleged Safecrackers Beaten and 
Threatened with Lynching by Crowd

Lancaster, Pa., April 18.—[Special.]—In a 
battle which began on a street car at Para- 
dise tonight, five allemed safe breakers 
fought off Constable Miller and half a dozen 
deputies, firing revolvers at random in the 
car, which was filled with women.

Walter D. Moody Tells Irish Fellowship 
Club That Friends of City “Should 
Seek Greater Organization.” 


Walter D. Moody, business manager of the 
Chicago Association of Commerce, spoke on 
“ Greater Chicago" at yesterday's luncheon 
of the Irish Fellowship club, Chicago needed 
greater organization, he said, in order to ap- 
preciate its great natural advantages ‘over 
other cities.

From there a bread , 
line was formed, and as the men marched | 
slowly past a relief station rations were 
given them according to the directions on an 
order whic each had received from the rélief 
committee. The order calied for: 

1 California oyster. 

1 Telegraph hill loaf. 

1 Liquid. 


Eat in Charred Banquet Hall. 

After receiving their rations the men were 
led into a banquet hall, its walls still Cis- 
colored and brcken by the water and fire 
which recently struck the hotel. In this 
uninviting looking piace bare tahes were 
found on a floor covered with saydust. The : 
only Iiight was that from candle trds etuck 
in broken bottles and tin cans and en straw- 
berry boxes. . 

Some of the refugees in dress suits began 
to grumble about the fare and comment on 
the money paid for this blowout. . ** Mayor 
Schmitz’s”’. attempis to pour oil on the 
troubled. waters were cut stort with sar- 
castic remarks fron? all quarters, and when 
he resented them a fight-was almost pre- 
cipitated by some one, who triumphantly 
remarked: ‘“ You observe, gentlemen, the 
maycr can be insulted."” Most of those pres- 
ent didn’t believe it and said Street was not 
acting his part well. 

“ Boss Ruet”’ wis called on to do some- 
thing and he responded by going out and 
reperpetrating the historic incident of bleed- 
ing the street railway company for $750,000. 
This he brought in in the famous “ shirt 
box” and with the money a real banquet 
was obtained. 

The menu Was printed on common wrap- 
ping paper and began with two kinds of 
cocktails, “‘ oyster and otherwise,” and ended 
with Ruef cheese, “ full of—teéechnicalities.”’ 


“Knocker Tree’’ Is Burned. 


The chief ceremony was the burning of the 
“ Knocker Tree,’’ which, placed on a pedestal! 
covered with a black shroud, was to the ban- 
quet what a mummy was to the ancient 
Egyptian feasts. It was explained that the 
one great vice “in which, as in everything 
else, California excels the world,” has been 
and is knockirg. Every one was given a last 
ebance to knock, and every one rose to the 
occasion, and then as a symbo! of the utter 
annfhilation of-the objectionable habit in a 
city. purified and united by fire the odious 
'* Knocker Tree’ was burned to ashes.

“If the state is .to have a primary law 
dcing away with nominating conventions or 
representative form of govérnment in the 
political parties, we should then have a 
pure democracy—that is, direct action di- 
rectly from the people. immediately. The 
primary law should then be that the persons 
presenting. themseives should do so under 
appropriate regulaticns designating their 
platform or their’ party,-and there should 
then follow the election and the people rake 
their choice, and this one election should be 
the end of that contest, 

“It is an evil to disrupt the state. disturb 
business, distract the citf%en, create party 
and political animosities doubiy at each elec- 
tion. resulting in the deprivation to the can- 
didate and a double levy of taxes upon the 
state. The present primary law is, to my 
thinking, deficient and in nowiee serving the 
objects of what has been announced as tHe 
desire of the people, to wit: a direct pri- 
mary.’’ is : .

Tears Flaming Dress from Parent's’ 


Body and Prevents Death. 


Kenosha, Wis.,. April 18.—[ Special. |—Har- 
old Sehafer,. a’ 5 year 6ld, isthe hero of 


Ktnosha tonight on accotint of the manner in’ 


which_he rescued his mother, Mrs,.Ohma 
Schafer, from burning to death: this morn- 


ing. 


The act.was a display of presence of mind 
and heroism, but it may cost the little fel- 
low's life, as tonight he is in-a cot at his 
home only partially conscious, and his burns 
are of such a serious nature ‘that’the phy- 
sicians fear he may not survive his injuries. 


Hero Makes No Complaint. 

The boy's face is 4 mass of blisters and his 
hands are so charred that. he can neither 
open nor close them. His eye’ are burned. 
his hair is gone from tte front of his head, 
bkt Ike the hero he is he stands the pain 
without: complaint. About the bed people 
who heard of his heroism have piled Easter 
flowers‘\and all:sorts of delicacies, but Har- 
old may never be able to enjoy them. 

The accident o¢curred in the Schafer apart- 
ments just after 9 o’clock this morning. The 
mother of the boy had been cleaning a bed 
with a mixture of gasoline and While at work 
she stepped on a match which had .been 
dropped on the floor. In a second the flames 
hed. been carried to the bottle containing tthe 
gasoline and an explosion followed. The 
burning oll was poured over.the clothing of 
‘Mrs. Shafer. and when she shouted for aid 
her son, who was alone with her in the house, 
rushed to her assistance. 


Mother’s Warning Unheeded. 

The mother shouted .to ‘the child a 
warning of darger, but. mever heeding 
thie he began, ‘tugging at; the burn- 
ing clothing. The flames caught in his hair, 
and when the people from an adjoining apart- 
ment rushed in they found.the mother and 
her son enveloped in flames. 

Neighbors caught the boy, but when he was 
pulled away he had the last ‘véstige of the 
burning clothing of the mother. He was 
rolled ir a rug ‘and the flames which ha4 
spread to his clothing were extinguished> 

The mother. and the persons who witnessed 
the boy's act say there is no doubt that 
Mrs. Schafer would have been burned to 
death had it™not. been for the work done by 
the child.

Speaker Puts One Over on Will- 
jams; Who . Gets Chesty. 


MINORITY HEAD IN RAGE. 


All Over Adjourn Motion Which ‘Un- 
cle Joe’’ Calls Carried. 


Washington, D. C., April 18.— 9 a artery oo 
Speaker Joseph G. ‘Cannon perliamentarily 
put one over on Mr. WilMame of Mississippi, 
skipper of the. house Alibuster boat, late te- 
dey. and tonight the minority head is in sack- 
cloth and ashes and aleo in an awful temper. 

“Uncle Joe” after luncheon: tonight told 
how it was done. In pinin. words all he did 
was to apply gag rule to the skillful delayer 
of congressional progress, and pull down the 
blinds, till Monday morning. 

For some time Representative Williams 
has led.a more or less successful expedition 
against anything doing in the way. of law- 
making. 

Not ‘only has’ his cruise made peevish the 
republican crew of the ship of state, but 
several aboard the Mississippian’ s craft, with 
private méasures up their sleeves and likely 
to remain there, have almost threatened 
mutiny. : 

Williams Loses His Tempegs. 

Seven long, holirs were spent today on the 
diplomatic appropriation bill, and about 6:20 
o'clock Sereno E. Payne lost his serenity and 
moved adjournment. Instantly Mr. Williams 
was on his feet crying lustily, “* Division,”’ 
The man from. lilinois. rapped his gavel‘and 
said, ** ae Sang & and another day~in the Bis- 
toric chamber had become history. 

Mr. Williams glared as the speaker walked 
toward him with a pleasant smile. When 
Mr. Cannon. vouchsafed a, remark, the fili- 
buster chief. responded savagely, “ This is 
beyond a joke’’ and hied himself to his 
committee room. There he raged with him- 
self for an hour or #0. 

He then gave out a statement to the effect 
that the .speaker’s action was the most 
high handed. proceeding ever perpetrated 


upon ar innocent and unsuspecting legisiator. 


‘Considers Action Arbitrary. 


Mr. Williams said when the motion of Mr. 


.Payne .was put to the housée-he. asked for a 


division, .a right guaranteed to him by the 
rules of ‘the housé and hy the constitution. 

The minority head said Mr. Cannon and‘he 
always had been friends, but that he felt the 
speaker's action was extremély arbitrary. 

Speaker Cannon tonight said: 

-* For over two weéks, under-the leadership 
of Representative Williams, the minority has 
been ‘engaged in a filibuster.- “The majority 
has the right and it-is its duty. to legislate. 

“The rules of the house prohibit motions 
that would be:in order were they not made 
for dilatory purposes. In the last two werks 
many, dilatory motions have been declared 
out ‘of order. by the speaker insthé perform- 
ance of his duty.

Mr. Longworth closed his speech with the 
statement that the nation was aniply able to 
own and maintain its buiidings and should 
éoso. The limiting of the diplomatfe service 
to the rich, he said; would’ bulld ‘up an office- 
holding aristocracy, which would be bad 
enough in any country, but infimitely worse 
in a republic.

Referring to the Hill incident; Mr. Harrison 


said that if lavish expenditure of American 
money creates such ar inordinate appetite 


| for American luxury! among mingr officiais 


of the. Berlin court as-to bring humilation 
upon the head of one of the most distin- 
guished and capable of American public serv- 
ants, then it was time to calla halt and apply 
the remedy which had been suggested of the 


government’: providing. homes for its diplo-

$36,000,000 Crash Hurts Stockholders 

The Alcatraz company, as it was called, 
was a menace which had to be disposed of. 
The Barber people were, as usual, equal to 
the situation. 

During thé early part of 1899 they organised 
the Asphalt Company of America, which had 
$30,000,000 of collateral gold certificates and 
an equal amount of assessable stock. 

This huge company was the target for 
rumor and scandal from ite inception. ft 
purchased the Alcatraz company for $6,000,- 
000 in gold certificates and spent a good deal 
of money in attempting to operate the plant. 
The property, purchased solely to suppress 
competition, was abandoned as wor 
within three years. 

Half a dozen smaller concerns were sik 
larly purchased, and in almost every case | 
the property they ‘were supposed to repne- 
sent was either worthless or was extin- 
guisfied by the putchase itself. 

Early in 1900 a more formidable com- 
petitor eprang up, known as the National 
Asphalt company. That concern bought out 
the Asphalt Company of America and made 
one final ‘effert to control the market for 
paving material in the United States. 

The effort was as futile as those which 
had preceded it, and) in December, 1901, the 
Asphak Company of America and the Na- 
tional Asphalt company went into the hands 
of receivers with a funded debt, excluding 
the underlying companies, of $36,000 
The crash was terrible, and thousands of 
ianocent stockholders were the principal suf: 
terers. 

Castro Seizes Bermudez Lake. 


By May, 1908, the affairs of the two big 
broken up companies were straightened out 
in the courts and they were reorganized un- 
der the title of the General Asphalt com- 
ny. 
p This company controls the Barber Asphalt 
Paving company, engaged in refining, manu- | 
facturing, and selling asphalt, and in con- 
etructing pavements and. similar work. 
It owns the new Trinidad Lake Asphalt 
company, limited, which still mines asphalt 
from Trinidad lake, the greater part of the 
crude product going to the Barber Asphait 
Paving company. 
The General Asphalt company controls the 
New York and Bermudez company, which 
at the time of the reorganization was taking 
asphalt from Bermudez lake. 
In July, 1964, after the General Asphalt 
company had been running e. little over a 
year, President Castro.seized Bermudez lake 
‘on the allegation that the company had not 
lived up to its contract. 

It was.a body. blow for the trust, and it be- 
gan to have an inkling of what was ehead 
when it was discovered that from that time 
on the product of Befnrudez lake was being 
marketed in the United States by the A. "L. 
Barber Asphalt company. 

President. Castro had appointed as 
receiver of the Bermudez lake deposits, Am-

director of the New York and Bermudez 
company when Barber was in control, who 
had many times denounced in writing black- 
mailing aésaults made by Castro upon that 
corporatiton. 


Finances Revolutionary Plan. 


It will be seen that the singular situation 
is presented to the state department and cor- 
gress that A. L, Barber, the original asphalt 
man who organized this network of com- 
panies, is now at the head of a new American 
coneern mafketing for:the Venezuelan gov- 
ernment the asphalt received from Bermudez 
lake. 

Barber naturally insists that Castro was 
right when he ejected the New York and Ber- 
mudez company. The asphalt trust insists 
that Castro stole the property and that Bar- 
ber is disposing of it to their prejudice. 

Only this week John W. Foster, formerly 
secretary of state, filed a brief with the 
state department in opposition to any at- 
tempt to coerce President Castro into giving 
back the property to the trust. 

The situation is that A. L. Barber and asso- 
ciates, all Americans, are shipping asphalt 
from Bermudez lake and selling it in the 
United States, the proportion of profits going 
to the Venezuelan government, which in this 
particular case is President Castro.

“The second ‘reason for the religious indif- 
ference—and here I am speaking only of 
southern Italy—is the neglect of the clergy 
to give the people proper religious Instruc- 
tion.

How to Set Out Sioubhein 


Nothing improves the appearance of a small 
yard more than the judicious: setting out of 
shrubbery, The principles of shrubbery 
planting are described in the follow ing, which 
is one of the bulletins sent out by the National 
Council of Horticulture, of which J. C. 
Vaughan !s president: 

’ Shrubbery as a rule is used as a frame 
for a lawn, and the cesign of the shrubbery 
frame should be formed on the same prin- 
ciples as any other frame—a picture frame. 
the border of a rug, ete. That is, the frame 
should harmonize with the picture it in- 
closes. The average shrubbery plantation 
defies this.doctrine and ‘is a thing of shreds 
and patches, made upof showy bushes plant- 
ed with little regard to the effect of the 
shape, color, and general appearance of-one 
on the whole. 

“In choosing plants to grow side by side 
consider the follage and flowers as carefully 
as you consider the shape of the bueh. Do 
not put large masses of light green foliage 
next to masses of dark, or you have a patchy 
effect. By choosing your shrubs carefully

Dr. Evans Heads Commission to 
Investigate Lake Pollution. 


OTHER TOWNS IN MOVEMENT.

Will Co-operate in Effort to Solve the 
Vexing Sewage Problem. 


The mutual organization of Chicago and 
neighboring cities to promate the further 
purification of Lake Michigan as a water 
supply Was completed at a meeting held yes- 
terday afternoon in the office of Heaith 
Commissioner W. A. Evans. It was‘decided 
that the first step should be a thorough 
study of the water supply and sewage prob- 
lems affecting lake shore communities. 

The conference was attended by Dr. F. W. 
Lauer, Whiting, Ind.; Dr. F. W. Shumway, 
Lansing, Mich.; Prof. Edward-Bartow, Uni- 
versity of Illinois; Dr. G. B. Young, United 
States Public Health and Marine hospital 
service: Prof. Adoiph Gehrman, University 
of Illinois, and C. Hill, Chicago board of 
local improvements. 

Ex-Mayor Sherburn M. Becker and Health 
Commissioner Baden of Milwaukee notified 
Dr. Evans that they would be unable to be 
present. 

Evans Chosen for President. 

Dr. Evans was elected president of the 
commission, Prof. Edward Bartow secretary, 
and Dr. Frank W. Shumway treasurer. The 
executive committee will consist of Dr. 
Evans. Dr. Perry Schurtz of Grand Rapids, 
Cc. D. Hill, and other members to be chosen 
later. Representatives of Indiana Harbor, 
Whiting, Hammond, and Chicago Heights 
will be selected this week. 

A subcommittee from each state will be 
appointed to pursue such methods as the 
members may elect. The number of these 
subcommittees and their conposition will be 
determined by the executive committee. 

“The initial steps,” said Dr. Evans, ‘ will 
be the study of existing conditions, the pres- 
ent population in the lake basin, their sewage 
into the lake directly or indirectly and the 
relation of their sewage outfalls to their 
water intakes. We will also make a study 
of the lake currents, the volume of the pres- 
ent sewage and its degree of pollution, the 
amount of lake water used for drinking pur- 
poses, the location, and the nature of the in- 
takes, and the present information as to the 
purity of the lake wateras shown by analysis 


and by the typhoid death rate.’ 


Protest Made by Undertakers. 

Commissioner Evans during the day re- 
ceived a delegation of Chicago undertakers 
who protested against the provisions of the 
ordinance regulating their business recently 
passed by the council. They asserted that 
they ought to be allowed to embalm bodies 
before a dector’s certificate is issued and to 
remove bodies without getting a permit from 
the health department. Dr. Evans said he 
would confer with Dr. H. O. Heckard, regis- 
trar of vital statistics, before passing on the 


protests.

How to Perfect “ts Scheme. 

“One of the best metheds of.pertecting 
your shrubbery. border is to take note of 11 
during the summer and decide how the gen- 
eral effect may be improved by the addition 
or transplanting of specimens.

Brussels Sprouts. 

In the same bulletin appears the following 
directions concerning the planting of brussels 
sprouts, which will provea welcome acdition 
to the table tn season: 

“ This vegetable is a valuable addition to 
the Kinds usually gro in the home vege- 
table garden. It eT a close relative of the 
cabbage and cauliflower, but, instead of pro- 
ducing a single head, the plant forms a num- 
ber of small heads in the axles of the leaves, 
and these heads are called sprouta and are 
the edible part of the vegetable. The sprouts 
average one to two inches in diameter. 

“The s should be sown in the open 
ground as early as the weather permits in 
April. When the plants are threeinches high 
they should be transplanted-or thinned out 
into rows’twenty-four to thirty inches apart 
and about two feet dpart in the row. The 
plants must be well watered after they have 
been moved. As the smal! sprouts begin to 
crowd the leaves should be broken from the 
stem to give the small heads more room. A 
few leaves should be left at the top of the 
stem. where the new heads are formed. 

‘““In warm climates the plants may be left 
in the open ground all winter, the heads 
being removed as desired, but in more north- 
ern latitudes plants that are well laden with 
heads are taken up when frost comes and set 
close together in a pit or cellar or a ‘ cold 
a bed covered with glass... With a 
little soll packed about their roots they may 
in this way be kept all winter, being used 
when needed.”’

GAGE PARK WINSSEWER FIGHT 


Gains Victory Over Hetty Green 
After 16 Years’ Contest. 


EXPECTS APPEAL OF. CASE. 


Residents Celebrate the Event with 
Bonfires and Speeches. 


Gage Park, after sixteen years of period- 
ically under-water existence, won its fight 
against Hetty Green yesterday, Jucge-W. 
L. Pord of De Kalb. sitting in the County 
court, overruled the objections of her attor- 
neys and ordered the building of a sewer that 
will eradicate the submarine tendencies of 
the neighborhood. 

The battle has been waged by ‘the indig- 
nant residents of Gage Park through an im- 
provement association which presented their 
protests to the board of local improvements. 
That body secured from the eourt the av 
thority for the ¢onstruction of a sewer such 
as was demanded. 

It is not certain that Mrs. Green will recog- 
nize her vanquishment at this change in the 
situation. The final order in the case will 
not be entered until next Wednesday, and her 
representatives are waiting instructions 
whether they shall submit to the decision or 
appeal to the Supreme court in the hope of 
a reversal 


Sewer to Cost $600,000. 

The sewer, which is to be built in Western 
avenue from Thirty-first street to Seventy- 
first &treet, is to cost $600,000. At the north 
end it. will empty into the main channel of the 
drainage canal. A cement conduit from West 
Thirty-ninth and Robey streets to the canal 
wili drain ‘‘ Bubbly creek,” denounced as a 
menace to the health of residents near its 
banks. 

W. J. Donlin, representing Mrs: Green, de- 
clared when the court passed upon the ob- 
jections that he had won at least a partial 
battle for his client. With Joseph H. Fitch 
and E, L. Harpham, representing other obs 
jectors, he spoke for clients owning about 
one-third of the property subject to assegs- 
ment, and was pleased when the court or- 
céered that. $81.€00 of the burden should be 
borne by the city. 

Judge Pond held that the municipality 
should assume $50,000 of the cost of the con- 
duit to drain “ Bubbly creek” and $31.600 
of the assessment against owners of prop- 
erty south of Seventy-fifth street, which he 
declared was excessive. 


Hold Preliminary Celebration. 

Residents of Gage Park and that neighbor- 
hood celebrated the victory last ‘night with 
bonfires in the streets. There will bea meet- 
ing Tuescay evening for the purpose of.ar- 
ranging for a more formal celebration. in 
which the four improvement agseociations 
which led the movement will participatd. 

“It is a great victory,” said George A. 
Mason, special assessment attorney for the 
city. “ Hetty Green fought the case as 
hard as she could, and so did other non- 
resident property owWners. The resident 
property owners ail were for the improve- 
ment. Mrs. Green's assessment will amount 
to $60,000. There will be some changes in 
the assessment roll, but the city ordinance 
was upheld.

Mature consideration has wrought the con- 
clusion that it would not be profitabje to 
risk the impairment of pleasant relations 
with a democratic member of the council for 
a trivial matter of $7.40. , Word has been 
sent to the aldermen who received duns 
from the company that they will not be’ ex- 
pected to pay. 

It is understood that about ten democratic 
aldermen 4re involved in the incident, which 
was an iliuminating example of aldermanic 
courtesy. Republican aldermen had many. 
requests to provide transportation for dele- 
gates to the state convention. After obtain- 
ing all they could in their own names they 
had recourse to their democratic friends in 
the council. The democrats were willing to 
oblige friends and secured transportation in 
their names, which they then turned over to 
the republicans. 


.  Boad’s Lawyer Makes Discovery. 


Attorney J. G. Drennan, to whom the poll- 
ticians apply for transportation, was struck 
by the large number of democratic leaders 
who appeared to be journeying to a repub- 
Hean convention. Investigating, he discov- 
ered that the men who rode on the passes 
were not the aldermen who obtained them.

Need of $30,000 Subway Urged. 


The democratic aldermen were not wor- 
ried by the letters. They merely turned 
them over to the republican friends they 
had obliged.

Dairy Commissioner Shuknecht Com- 
pleting Arrangements to Have All 
Samples Analyzed for Bacteria. 


State Dairy Commissioner H. E. Schuk- 
necht is completing arrangements with. the 
lilinols board of health for bacterial analyses 
of samples of milk secured by state in- 
spectors. 

‘This plan means that the milk supply of 
Illinois, including Chicago, will be more 
free from adulteration and disease germs 
than ever before,’’ sald’ Mr. Schuknecht yes- 
terday. ‘‘ Analyses of milk for adulteration 
will be made by the state food commission 
and for bacteria by the state board. 

‘Inspectors will be placed on the investi- 
gation of the milk supply of the state as 
soon as possible. This is the time of the 
year, owing’ to the quick changés in: the 
weather, that there is the most danger of 
sickness from impure milk. : 

“ Adulteration by formaldehyde is prac- 
tically a thing of the past, as ie the use of 
lime and-other preservatives. We intend to. 
break up the practice of diluting milk with 
water, and In Ch are going to pay _ 
ticular attention to the sanitary 
of the product and to the cleanliness o the 
| cans and bottles in which it is shipped. 

“I expect to show after bacteriological 
examination of our milk supply,” he con- 
tinued, “ that a large portion shows germs of 
tuberculosis. We have no state laws which 
will help remedy this condition, but we will 
ask that some measure along this line be 
passed by the next legislature.’’

' Trustee Harding Wants New 
» Basis of Payment of Engi- 
-neers in Buildings. 


BOYS EMPLOYED AS AIDS. 


wor Day to Be Observed Next. 


Friday by Thousands of 
Chieago Pupils. 


School Trustee John C. Harding is planning 
to introduce a measure at the board meeting 
of May 6 which, if it is adopted, will revolu- 
tionize the board's entire system of cgring for 
fits schoo! buildings. 

Mr. Harding's plan is to do away with the 
Present “‘cubic foot ’”’ system for school en- 
gineers, undér which the engineers—civil 
service appointees—are paid according to the 
amount of air space in the buildings of which 
they are in charge and given the authority 
to employ their own subordinates, paying 
them out of their own salaries. 

This system, the trustee thinks, results in 
the employment of boys and women to do the 
work of caring for the schools and causes a 
giaring inequality in the salaries paid to dif- 
ferent engineers, who work under different 
conditions. He will ask for an abolishment of 
the “farming out system "’ and a general 
equalization of the salaries paid to engineers. 

“ This employing of boys and women makes 
BWeatshops out of the schools,’’ said Mr. 
Harding in discussing his plan with a friend. 
“Tt is a pian that the school board shouid 
@bolish at once.” 

To the majority of the board members this 
announcement of Mr. Harding’s plans will 
ome as a surprise, for the trustee, has not 
mentioned them to more than one or two of 
his colleagues. 

The “‘eubic foot” system for school en- 
gineers has been in effect in Chicago for 
many. years and is advocated by the school 
officials as efficient and economical. 

Principals as Architect Experts. 

The question of the presumptive architec- 
tural ability of a schoo! principal has been 
brought up by a letter to the board from Avon 
S. Hall, principal of the Calumet High school 
and president of the teachers’ organization 
in the Fifth school district. Mr. Hall sent 
the board a copy of resolutions passed by the 
teachers requesting the board not to order 
aiterations in school buildings without con- 
sulting the principal! of the building in ques- 
tion. 

“It is to be presumed,”’ wrote Principal 
Hall, “that a man who does not. visit a 
building once a year will not know as much 
about the needs of its occupants in the way 
of fire protection as those who are there day 
after day.”’ 

President Schneider, who has been making 
the rounds of the schools in an automobile 
with other school officials and presumably 
is the ‘‘man’”’ referred to by the principal, 
encountered the letter at the last meeting of 
the buildings and grounds committee. 

* H’m.”” he commented. ‘I found princi- 
pals when I was at the schools who don't 
know as much about architecture as a cow 
does about Latin.” 

The teachers will be informed that under 
the present system principais are consulted 
before changes are made at their schools, but 
that no specific change will be made in the 
board's plan of procedure.

The latter arrange- 
ment, it is sald, will not interfere with the 
general participation of the children in the 
éleaning ‘“ stunts” planned for Friday. 

The pupils of the Jahn school, Lincoln 
street and Belmont avenue, have planned to 
hold their arbor day celebration in advance 
of the rest of the schools, and will have their 
exercises Wednesday afternoon. At the 
May school, Harrison street and Fiftieth 
avenue, 400 pupils in costume will giva a 
*carnival of the seasons’ Thursday even- 
ing and Friday afternoon and evening. The 
funds will be used for the decoration of the 


school buliding.

Redieske, deputy building commissioner, and 
M. J. Dorherty, supérintendent of streets; 
also, it might be added, an official of the rail- 
‘road was with them. : 

“The St. Paul railroad never had a switch 
track between Ainslee and Argyle streets 
prior to the time It began changing the line 
for the Northwestern elevated extension,” 


It took a jury in Judge Chetiain’s court just 
exactly forty minutes yesterday morning to 
renovate the reputation. of " Andy " Craig, 
shining light in the State street levee. The 
jurors decided that it was not he who stole 
James Kellf’s diamond ring which disap- 
péared on the night of Jan. 12, while Kelly 
Was getting rid of his money at Craig’s bar. 

While the jury and everybody elise connect- 
ed with the case have a pretty well defined 
idea of who the real thief is, it is safe to assert 
that there will be no further prosecutions. 
Any additional action on the case would only 
complicate the question of whether the state 
has any power over the Catholic church on 
matters pertaining to confessional! secrets. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Day, who prose- 
cuted, and Attorney John K.-W. Weyman,- 
who defended, accuse each. other of attempt- 
ing to take undue advantages. About the 
only thing they do agree upon is their joint 
denunciation of Thomas. McCormick, former 
friend of Kelly, Who upset the prosecution by 
taking the stand and declaring it was he and 
not Craig who took the ring from the intoxi- 
cated Kelly. 


Shrewd Move by Wayman. 

Mr. Wayman appears to have scored one 
of his best points when he succeeded in hav- 
ing court adjourned while he was in the 
midst of his address to the jury. His plea 
was that he didn't feel well, though his vig- 
orous attack upon McCérmick and Kelly and 
his pretty word picture of “ Innocent Andy " 
seemed to indicate he was in good fettle. 
The law favors the state, and for that reason 
permits the state to open and then talk in 
rebuttal after the defense has had ite inning. 
In other words the state has two speeches 
to the jury, while the defense Has one. Mr. 
Wayman practically got in two speeches. 
The jurors were sent home with his words 
burning in their minds; and he fired at them 
again at the opening of court. 

Interested lawyers say it would be tm- 
possible to convict McCormick of the theft 
even though he admitted upon the atand that 
he turned the ring over to the Rev. Father 
O. A. Welsh at confessional. Judge Chet- 
lain realized this when he refused Mr. Day’s 
request for a commitment against McCor- 
mick. 

Case Will Go to Healy. 

Mr. Day proposes to lay the matter before 
State’s Attorney Healy, but the matter will 
likely end right there. Outside of McCor- 
mick’s own admission that he took the ring 
there was no evidence connecting him with, 
the transaction except that of the Rev. 
Father Welsh. As the priest declared he 
would tell only what McCormick permitted, it 
is a certainty that McCormick would not give 
the priest permission to testify against him in 
any subsequent action the state might elect 
to take against McCormick, 

The priest made it clear that he would suffer 
the penalty of contempt of court rather than 
reveal what took place in the confessional. 

Mr. Wayman earned his fee by telling how 
good “‘ Andy “” was and how bad were all the 
witnesses against him. Judge Chetlain con- 
fined himself strietly to the law and told the 
jurors it was for them alone to pass on thé 
credibility of witnesses. The jury retired at 
11:20 and returned a verdict of acquittal at 
12 o'clock. Male and female friends by the 
score were present to shake “‘ Andy's’ hand 
in congratulation.

PARIS, April 18.—The Cri de Paris, which 
professes to chronicle the doings of the fash-’ 
jionable set of Paris, insists in its issue of to- 
day that the marriage of Mme.

The Metropolitan’s scenery is called medi- 
ocre, antiquated, and cold. M. Tardieu 
questions whether the attempt to create a 
literary theater in Aimerica to play classics 
is 4ikely to succeed, as, he says, there is no 
public for it. 

“All the Americans want is a musical com- 
pany,” concludes the Parisian. « “‘ The Amer- 
jean theater, in the higher sense, is yet 
unborn.

“I do not wish to offer any criticism of 
our Philippine government,” said Mr. Vance,

I do not mind saying that America must 
take greater interest in the islands if it 
expects to conserve American business 
there, 

' Business Being Undermined. 


“As the regulations now stand, a great 
number of dealers in the western portion 
of Australia are actually charging less on 
the delivery of lumber at Manila from Aus- 
tralia than we pay on the anape sent 
from Mindanao island. 


“The result is that they are rapadiy un- 


dermining us, and if the present regulations 
continue another year we shall have to go 
out of business. ‘

islands just now creates a demand for a.

Discovery May Throw . More Light on 
History of Biblical Times. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE] 
PARIS, April 18.:—The forthcoming issue of 
the Les Annales will contain a story of the 
discovery by Egyptologist Abbé Gaffre ina 
village of upper Egypt of the ancient parch- 
ment which, if genuine, will have an import- 
ant bearing on a familiar tradition of the 

early history of the Christian church. — 
According to the writings of Busebius, 
bishop of Caesarea, in Cappadocia, who died 
in 349, Christ sent a portrait of himself to 
Abgar, king of Edessa, Mesopotamia, who 
had learned of the miracles performed by 
Jesus, and who sent Him a profession of 
faith and begged Him to heal him of leprosy. 


Portrait Entrusted to Thaddeus. 


The portrait was intrusted to Disciple 
Thaddeus, together with a letter in which 
Jeeus Ccommetided Abgat’s faith and prom- 
ised him temporal and spiritual happiness. 
After the crucifixion and the resurrection 
Thaddeus went to Ddessa, baptized the king, 
and delivered the portrait and letter. 

The traditonal\ portrait which ‘the early 
Christian writers often mentioned as the 
Only one if existence is still Wélieved by 
some to be extant. They say it now is jeal- 
ously guarded in the Church of St. Bar- 
tholomew at Genoa. 


Miniatures in Script. 


Abbé Gaffre’s parchment, which apparent- 
ly is of the Alexandrian school of the sev- 
enth century, contains a detailed account 
of Thaddeus’ mission, with twenty beauti- 
ful miniatures illustrating the story. The 
miniatures probably were painted by a Greek 
artist. 

The parchment, ‘which is ten feet long 
and three inches wide, seems to be cut into 
strips, each of which was used as a talisman 
by the various owners. Abbé Gaffre sug- 
gests that the strips were recovered and 
reconstructed in the. fifteenth century by 
the oriental scholar, Philip Alexandria. 

The back of the document is covered with 
cabalistic signs and Arabic writings, the 
latter being stated to prove its authenticity.

That Corea is now and likely for years to 
be a liability rather than an asset, had al- 
ready become evident; and thousands of 

Japanese who emigrated to Manchuria were 
returning, having failed to prosper there. 

_. Jixperience has frequently demonetrated 
that nothing will collapse more quickly than 
a “boom” which oversteps its legitimate 
basis, and the reaction in Japan has taken 
the usual course. The former spirit of op- 
timism was months ago succeeded by a period 
of doubt, quickly followed by one of appre- 
hension. This inevitably led to a scrutiny of 

the government's genera! policy, which is 
now being subjected to severe examination, 
The result is a revelatiog of a condition 
which might well cause te most optimistic 
believer in the fortunate destiny of the em- 


pire to pause and take stock before contin- 


ving on the present course. 

Of vital importance in this connection is 
the financial condition of the nation. ‘The na- 
tional debt is now approximately $1,108,500,- 
000, and the annual interest charge is $83,- 
000,000; which means a per capita debt of 
$22.50. an an annual interest charge per 
capita of $1.75. While there is nominally a 
- sinking fund to liquidate the debt, investiga- 
tion showe that the existence of this fund 
ie due to manipulation in bookkeeping, and 
that it is really a financial fiction. Although 
the deficit which is admitted to exist in the 
fiscal accounts for this year is not large, it 
is openly asserted that it will reach $60,- 
000,000, which must eared for by new 
taxation. The apparent deficit is less than 
this sum, but certain estimated revenues, 
uch as those derived from some of the gov- 
ernment monopolies, are believed to be great- 
ly exaggerated and based upon expectations 
not likely to be realized if the present de- 
pression continues. 


People’s Earnings Small. 


It may seem to some that this debt is not a 
great burden for a nation in modern times; 
but such matters are comparative, and 
Japan's financial situation must be judged by 
her resources. These, in turn, depend upon 
her national productiveness, as expressed in 
the earnings of the people Whe must in one 
form or another pay the taxes. The new ex- 
traordinary taxation law raises the annual 
per capita taxation to $8, which may not 
strike Americans as being especially burden- 
gome. Let us examine the situation of the 
average Japanese taxpayer. In 1904 an 
economist estimated the monthly economies 
of an average Japanese family, consisting of 
- husband, wife. and two children, as follows:

If this accurately represents the income 
- of & !ower class Japanese family, such a 
family wtll today be paying an annual taxa- 
tion of 65 per cent of its income. This esti- 
mate, however, was made four years ago 


\ and it is generally agreed that since then the 


earnings of the poorer classes have increased. 
No one seems to have gone into the matter 
with the care of the investigator whose esti- 
mate is quoted, but within the last four 
years the foreign trade of the nation has in- 
creased 58 per cent. and it \s assumed that 
the productive capacity of the country has 
advanced in equel proportion. 


Population Increase Small. 
In the last five years the unproductive 


charge upon the earning capacity of the peo-.- 
~~ Dle, including interest and military and naval 


expenses, has increased.from $59,500,000 to 
$179,500,000, while the population has in- 
creased only 5 per cent. The comparative 
increase of certain pertinent items in the 
national economies in the iast tep years 
follow:

It may be assumed that it is possible for 
superior statesmanship to extricate a nation 
from this situation by a policy at once re- 
aesuring to its creditors and calculated to 
restore fiscal equilibrium by economy in the 
expenditures of the government, and by be- 
ginning a reconstruction of industria) condi- 
tions from the bottom up. But there is lit- 
tle evidence that the Japanese oligarchy 
realizes the imperative necessity for suth a 
reformation. On the contrary, the govern- 
ment persists in its attempt to lift the nation 
to power and prosperity by a policy of taxing 
the people to subsidize ‘ndustries which the 
government desires to promote, often with- 

out proper consideration of whether they can 
be made profitable. 

An,example of this is afforded by the Im- 

‘periai tron works at Wakamatsu. In the 
‘course of a recent inquiry into the condition 
of this enterprise before a budget subcom- 
mittee, it was revealed that during the ten 
years of its existence it has cost the nation 
$28,206,000, with no prospect that it will ever 
become a paying business. The chief reason 
for establishing this foundry was the alleged 
‘ necessity for certain materials needed for the 
army and navy to be produced in Japan. 


Kicks Against Railways. 


None of the conspicuous instances of 
Japan's government ownership policy has 
caused such popular dissatisfaction as the 
nationalization of the railways. From ali 
parts of the country come complaints that 
the government is permitting the rai’ways to 
run down, that the service is bad and en- 
tirely inadequate to meet the business needs 
of the nation. It is known, also, that in 
Other industrial enterprises backed by the 
government dividends have been paid out 
of the subsidies, or by permitting upkeep 
and improvement to lapse. The publication 
of such matters has gradually sapped public 
confidence and brought on a period of tiqui- 
dation. The last three months have wit- 
messed a large number of business failures, 
and pot a day now passes without bringing 
a rumor of the approaching imeolvency of 
some prominent bank or firm. A compari- 
son of the leading securities with quota- 
tions at the same period last year shows an 
average depreciation of about 35 per cent. 
Money rates are rapidly advancing, and 
_ MHost persons feel that the end of the slump 
is not in sight. Few new projects are being 
actively pushed, for there is a feeling that 
_ the government will monopolize any profit-

This is

LONDON, April 18.—From interviews to- 
day by Lords Rothschild and Swaythiing 
(Samuel Montagu) on the controversy: be- 
tween the strictly orthodox Jews and the 
more liberal adherents of the Jewish faith 
in England as to the divine origin of the 
Decalogue and the Pentateuch, or first five 
books of the Old Testament, it seems plain 
enough the participants in the quarrel are 
rallying around these two pillars of the faith. 

Lord Swaythiing, representing the ultra- 
orthodox section, has withdrawn his finan- 
iat support from the Jewish religious edu- 
cation board, which looks after the welfare 
and education of more than 10,000 children of 
the east end of London, because Claude Jo- 
seph Goldsmid Montefiore and his follower, 
Israel Abrahams, who have raised the ques- 
tion at issue, will not resign from member- 
ship on the board. 


Rothschild to Make Up Loss. 

Lord Swaythling, who has @iven thou- 
sands of dollars in aid of the board’s work, 
has just donated to outside Jewish chari- 
ties $1,500 he withheld from the board. 

Lord Rothschild, who’ has always shown 
toleration and liberality toward all faiths, 
is in favor of Montefiore and Abrahams 
remaining on the board, and at this time 
it does not seem unlikely that he will make 
through liberality in donations to the board 
the sum it will lose by the alienation of the 
support of Lord Swaythbling. 

Montefiore has the reputation of being one 
of the greatest authorities on Hebraic 
scriptures. He is wealthy, and gives $5,000 
annually in aid of Jewish charities. He has 
refused to resign, and is backed up by Lord 


ish empire, and Chairman Lucas of the 
beard, his brother-in-law. ; 


Thinks Swaythling Inconsistent. 

Speaking of Lord Swaythling’'s attitude to- 
day. Lord Rothschild said: 

*T think Lord Swaythling shows incon- 
sistency in this dispute. I cannot understand 
how he can take the view he does. He wants 
Montefiore, a brilliant and charitable young 
man, to resign from the board becalise of his 
‘higher criticism ’ of the ten commandments 
and the Pentateuch. 

“ Now, Montefiore’s views are not so ter- 
rible, but even if they were, he has declared 
he is not projecting them in the activities of 
the board and is not affecting the minds of 
young people in any way. Montefiore ts not 
taking an active part in the board's educa- 
tional work. 

‘*T once asked Lord Swaythling how he could 
reconcile his attitude toward the personne! 
of our charity boards with the fact that hé, 
a member of the Jewish faith, sat in a Chris- 
tian house of commons and is now sitting ina 
Christian house of lords. 


Leaves Christian Topics Alone. 

“If one is ever sq careful, variations in be- 
liefs and religions are certain to be revealed 
on one side or the other, and how is it 
that he, of an entirely different faith to the 
others, can conscientiously sit in the house 
of lords, an avowediy Christian body. de- 
clared by a Christian hierarchy?” 

In answer to Lord Rothschild Lord Swayth- 
ling said: 

“J do not want the impression to get 
abroad that any views as to what constitutes 
orthodaxy and as to how careful should be 


r the supervision of the education of the chil- 


dren of our faith as it was founded are the 
only difference betweem Lord Rothechild and 
me. 

“T can conscientiously answer his ques- 
tien with reference to my past membership 
in the house of cormmons end my present 
membership in the house of lords by saying 
t never was in the commons and am not now 
tn the house of lords to promote or detract 
from the Christian religion. 


There to Safeguard Jews. 

“When subjects involving the Christian 
religion come up in the house I do not tak= 
part in. the yote or argument. 1 do not re- 
gard it as any of my business, for lam nota 
Christian. 

‘But when questions affecting the Jewish 
faith arise I am there to safeguard our inter- 
ests, because I am a Jew. But all the leg- 
islative branches of the English government 
have many activities in nowise connected 
with any faith and I do not think Lord Roths- 
child’s corollary good. 

“ My objection to Montefiore ramaining a 
member of the board is solely in the interest 
of the little ones who by his ‘teaching will -e 
brought up with perverted views of the re- 
ligion of their fathers and thus depart from 
the tradition of our faith as Jews. 

“Of course, in all times and under ail 
conditions we have been noted for one glori- 
ous quality that has been held up to almost 
all the nations as worthy of emulation. 


Jew Has Kept the Faith. 


“That quality is the way in which the Jew 
has persevered in prosperity and in adversity, 
but possibly more in adversity. 

** Above all he has persevered in steadfast- 
ly holding to the tenets of his faith and in 
teaching them to his children. 

‘**I shall give to the Jewish charities in the 
future as in the past, but I do not propose to 
lend myself to the work of bringing on a gen- 
eration of scoffers and unbelievers.”

to thé whole world. 

All who are interested in antiquities identi- 
fied with the Kternal City have heard of the 
two galleys of Caligula, but none but a diver 
has ever seeh them, as they are still sub- 
merged in the waters of the picturesque Lake 
Nemi, in the Alban hills, near Rome. The 
historian, Suetonius, says Emperor Caligula 
squandered in less than a year. $150,000,W0U 
that had been ieft to him by Tiberius. 

Among other things he constructed the 
galleys of cedar and adorned them witinjew- 
eled prows and sails of purple silk, with re- 
ception rooms and bathrooms. and even min- 
jJature vineyards and orchards. 


‘Suetonius’ Report Proven. ~* 

The discovery of the two sunken galleys 
in Lake Nemi not only proved the veracity 
of Suetonius’ record, but he is now about 
to present the most precious archeological 
treasures, inasmuch as these are the only 
hitherto discovered specimens of Roman 
nautical construction. 

In the fifteenth century Cardinal Prospero 
Colonna, them the owner of Lake Nemi, em- 
ployed Battista Alberti, the greatest archi- 
tect of the period, to try to recover the two 
vessels, which tradition said were sunk in 
the lake His attempts to raise the vessels 
failed: Marchi of Bologna also tried to re- 
cover, the galleys. 

By the help of a diving bell he descended 
to the bottom of the lake and measured the 
galleys, but that was all he accomplished. 

In .1885.Sig. Borghi, the learned antiquari- 
an, obtained permission to make another at- 
tempt. He brought up several objects, among 
them wonderful heads of animals holding 
rings for anchoring in their mouths. | 


Stops Their Destruction. 

At last the minister of public instruction 
stopped what was really a piecemeal de- 
struction of the galleys. In Borghi’s report 
it is stated that the two galleys are in the 
northwest part of the lake, one twenty-two 
yards from the bank and the other fifty yards 
farther off; one measuring seventy yards in 
length and twenty in width, and the other 
twenty-six yards in length and nine in width. 
The sides are iron and covered with canvas 
kept adherent by a coating of pitch. Upon 
the cloth are folds of thin sheet lead, so 
adéubled over as to be of great thickness and 
fastened with copper nails. : 

Ships Are Entire. 

The most artistic parts of the vessels were 
naturally the decks, which were paved in 
mosaic porphyry and serpentire intermixed 
with colored glass. With the excesftion of 
the injuries caused by the various attempts 
to recover them, the two great ships are en- 
tire and probably will bear the strain of 
being raised on cradles worked along an -in- 
clined plane to the shore. Therefore the 
Italian government has now decided to make 
a serious effort to restore them as far as 
possible to their ancient splendor. 
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EUROPE SEES WAR PROGRAM 
IN ROOSEVELT’S NAVAL PLEA. 


President’s Message on Battleship Ques- 
tion Construed to Mean That America 
Is on Verge of Strife. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, April 18.—President Roosevelt 
has loomed large in European attention this 
week. His latest message on the American 
naval policy arovsed comment as varied 
throughout Europe as in America. His 
ardent admirer, the Spectator. endeavors 
to find no inconsistency in this utterance and 
his earlier protestations of peace. 

The Parw Siecle, on the other hand, is sur- 
prised to see Mr. Roosevelt taking position 
on the side of unlimited armaments after 
being one of the hottest partisans of inter- 
national arbitration, saying: ‘ He speaks of 
avoiding insults and assuring peace by pre- 
paring for war. It might be the kaiser 
speaking.”’ 

“ His message disavows the whole pacific 
past and it may soon be expected that he. 
too. will begin to speak of keepjng his swords 
sharp and his powder dry. Of whom is 
Rodsevelt afraid?” 

The Saturday Review, referring to itasa 
flamboyant message, quotes the passage al- 
luding to the danger of people who either 
are few in numbers or who have lost the most 
important national virtue—capacity for self- 
defense—and observes that one might almost 
imagine that he wrote those words with the 
recent history of Spain in-mind. : 

“Tf Mr. Roosevelt has any idea of reviging 
his decision not to stand again for the presi- 
dency,”’ it says, “‘ the vote of the house may 
give him the necessary~excuse. The repubd- 
lic, he might argue, is not alive to its dan- 
gers, presidential efforts notwithstanding.” 

There also has been revealed in London 
this week the future of American politics for 
the next eight years by no less authority 
than Philip Laszlo, the Hungarian artist, 
who has just returned from painting Hoose- 
velt’s portrait. 

He has been describing with awe to Lon- 
don interviewers the president's strenuous 
quality and power, and has added that Taft 
will be the next president, and that after his 
term Mr. Roosevelt will himself return to 


office.

PARIS,« April .18.~Tommy Burns, the 
American heavyweight pugilist, knocked out 
** Jewey ”’ Smith, the South African boxer, 
here tonight in the fifth round of what was 
scheduled to, be a ten round bout. 

The meeting of Burng and Smith was the 
biggest affair of the kind ever held in Paris, 
where something of a craze for boxing exists 
at present, 
who paid high prices for their seats. 

Smith was a beaten man from the start, 
although he scored several heavy bedy blows 
in the first and second rounds. The American 
showed much more skill than his opponent 
and after playing light with him floored 
Smith with a left hander in the third round. 

In the fourth round Burns had matters all 
his own way. Smith was knocked down 
twice, but managed to get to his feet before 
the count ended. 

In the fifth he ralded gamely after tak- 
ing a severe punishment, but he could not 
succeed in reaching the agile Burns, who 
ended the onesided match with a terrific 
right to the jaw, which put Smith tothe floor 
and out. 

Almost a panic was caused at the end of 
the third round when a photographic ap- 
paratus exploded, setting fire to the flags 
} and decorations. Scores of the spectators 
leaped to their feet, but they were prevailed 
upon to remain in their places,.and the fire 
was. extinguished.

“Packey” McFarland Returns from the 
Pacific Coast and Talks About His 
Fight Pians.

McFarland denied the report that he stated 
before leaving San Francisco he would fight 
Gans forty-five rounds, and that he thought 
his chance of winning over that distance was 
better than at twenty rounds.

PRIZE IS BRIARCLIFF CUP. 
Foreign Cars Will Compete Over the 
Thirty-Mile Road Course. 


Uniess there are some scratches, which are 
mot expected, the largest field that ever 
started in an automobile road race in this 
country will*go to the post at 4:45 o’clock 
next Friday morning to contest for the Briar- 
cliff cup over a thirty miles course laid out 
in Westchester county, New York, within a 
stone’s throw of Gotfam. The distance of 
the race is 800 miles approximately. 

That the race, which is for stock chaesis 
only, will be international in charecter is 
shown by the entry list, in which care of 
American, French, ItaHan, German, and 
Austrian manufacture will be represented. 
Of course the United States has out the 
strongest array, but the field as a whole 
is weil divided, half the twenty-two cars 
béing of foreign make. 
test will be an interesting one im that the 
American forces are determined to show the 
superiority of their cars over those entered 
by the foreigners’ Such a victory would 
be a great feather in the cap of the Yankees, 
who have tried long to beat the foreigners, 
but without succesa, because, ase a rule, the 
foreigm built racers have been of special 
construction and with better drivere up. 

Now, however, all the cars are of stock con- 
struction, ana the pilots on the American cars 
seem to be fully age skillful ae their foreign 
rivals The course ig not fast, but 6ne on 
which the sturdiest car probably will sur- 
vive, so the hopes of an American victory 
are well based, it would seem.

All these cars are four cylinder creations, 
which is disappointing to those who long to 
see what the six-cylinder can do in competi- 
tion with their rivals. But while some of the 
entrants have the sixes they have preferred 
to send their fours to the front, which de- 
stroys one line of “ dope.” 

Those who look for fast time in this race 
are going to be disappointed, for a more 
tortuous course never was picked out fora 
road race ip this country. It is winding, 
hilly, and, at the present writing, some of 
the: roads are so bad that the drivera in 
training use the ditches in passing these 
spots.

In 
training at least three cars have come to 
grief, but luckily no one has been seriously 
injured by the mishaps.

Ind., June 6, the affair being open only 
to club members, ,

PRAISE FOR BRUCK SYST STEM. 


Expert Metcalfe Says Mentality Is Re- 
quired to Play by Its Rules.

Not so with the industrial army of millions 
of men, women, and children who go forth 
Gaily to the squalid battlegrounds of com- 
meres and manufacture. Their sufferings 
are unknown, their deaths disregarded, their 
memories unhallowed. “They fall in hosts, 
but none Js honored with a monument. 

One of the most terrible features of the 
industrial slaughter is the sad fact that 
the majority of the accidents are prevent- 
able—that they are due to unprotected me- 
chinery, which readily could be safeguarded 
were. the proper precautions taken. 

Many of the most serious accidents might 
be avoided were there,merely some means 
for quickly stopping the machinery. Usually 
the mischief is done before the stoppage can 
be effected. 

Many other accidents might be prevented 
if there Were no set screws. It has been one 


of the most pernicious habits of almost all ‘i 


machine makers to let their wares go out 
bristling with projecting set screws, etc. 
which are not only unsightly but a horribly 
frequent source of accidents through catch- 
ing the clothing. They often are either or 
or near shafts, spindles, collars, or cog 
wheels, al} of which enhance their perils, 
* . 


Deadliest Machines Seem Innocent. 
One of their most grievous dangers lies 
in their innocent appearance. A factory 
official was pointing out to a visitor the 
eatastrophes lurking within a modest little 
set screw on a machine before them, The 
workman in charge of the wheel overheard -

The firat rule that reformers urge for 
machines is that no projections be allowed 
in anything that revolves. One of the sun- 
dry ways of avoiding projections is to coun- 
tersink the devices that otherwise would 
project. 

Toothed wheels are probably the cause 
of more accidents than any other part of a 


machine. They easily catch the clothing, 
fingera, or any part of the body that is 


ory, has proposed a law to the effect that all 
toothed wheels shall be so effectually cov- 
ered as to leave no danger between the guard 
and the wheels, also that all exposed shaft 
ends shall be covered securely. 

In the. textile industries, that 
of cotton, by far the greatest number ofacci- 
Gents are said to occur in the mulerooma.

Circle Saw Hills 1,289 a Year. 

In nontextile machinery, the three most 
perilous toole are circular saws, planing 
machines, and power presses. Circular 
saws alone were responsible for 1,289 acci- 
dents in England in one year. Planing ma- 
chines, in the opinion of the reformers, never 
should. be allowed without efficient guards, 
If power? presses are furnished with hand 
levers and with sliders which @bviate any 
need for either hand to approach the dle 
they are comparatively harmless. 

Driving belts also are & constant source of 
accidents. 

In a number of occupations, such as the 
bottling industry, injuries from explosions 
alone are a serious consideration, The ac- 
cidents due to explosions result in the vio- 
lent projectiom of sharp pieces of glass, and 
occasional injury to the eyes, face, arms, 
and hands. These casualties can be avoided 


XD iargely by screening the machines where 
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near. They abiany. sre allowed to-go out 
from their makers with no guard whatever. 
or with euch unsatisfactory protection that 
it only artly“covers ‘the wheels, and in- 
stead of securing life doubles the dangers 
by providing two points of junction between 
the wheels and the guard instead of one only.

“The term ‘apecial cases * does not mean 
casea where the man placed thinks it will be 
somewhat more convenient for him to put us 
off. It means only cases where it is practical- 
ly an impossibility for a man to raise the en- 
tire amount at the time of accepting the posl- 
tion, and im all such cases the placing man 
should never allow @ man to take the post- 
tion unless he feels eure that the note given 
for the balance will be paii whenduse. . . .

Never a Strilie in City Engine Repair Shop 


N the great 
west side of 
Chicago at 175 
Sebor street fs a three story manu- 
facturing and power plant in which 

there has not been a strike, or threatened 
strike, in the twenty years of its existence, 
and in which for the next twenty years labor 
troubles will not be given a thought. 

This plant is the property of the city of 
Chicago and has for its purpose the repair- 
ing of the city's fire apparatus, from a disa- 
bled fire engine itself down to a rung ina 
ladder. When occasion demands a depart- 
ment automobile is repaired.or brought in 
parts and assembled ag a completed whole. 
Or, as seemed necessary the other day, a 
coffee wagon for the department is designed, 
built, and equipped for winter night runs to 
downtown fires that prove stubborn and 
long drawn out. 

It hase been overlooked that imthis city shop 
may rest the claim for efficiency in the 
Chicago fire department. At times the visi- 
tor may find six or seven of the city’s best 
type of fire engines gathered here from the 
remotest corners of the city for repairs. A 
force of fifty men are employed the year 
around, ali union men, and all certain of 
Wages according to union scale. A strike 
thus not only is unlikely to threaten, but 
from the nature of the plant even union labor 
might overlook a few causes which in any

What the city repair shops are capable of 
doing is pointed out in the experience of 
engine 36, which was brought in one morn- 
ing with a leak in her boiler. She-had been 
diagnosed as in need of a few hours’ work, 
whereas in going after the leak the shop 
experts discovered that this boiler was 
twenty-two years old. Before the last finish- 
ing coat of paint was put on No. 86 she had 
been six weeks in the shops and the expendi- 
ture of $1,500 on her had meade practically 
a new engine of her. 

Spending $1,500 to repair an engine twenty- 
two years old may strike the average reader 
as odd, It-can be explained when the reader 
understands that the modern fire engine in 
use in the Chicago department costs $5,500 
to $5,700, delivered from the manufacturer. 
The new types of engines in use actively are

Why Letter Writers Fai 


SHORT time ago a Chicago manufac- 
turer placed an advertisement in the 
ant columns of Tue Tarsuns for an 
experienced correspondent. 
He received sevéenty-elght replies to 
that one advertisement. 

He was satisfied that the ad and the 
medium were all right, but out of the seven- 
ty-eight applicante only six qualified as good 
prospects for the position. 


This business man’s idea in having expert 


letter writers apply for the position by letter 
was to judge each man by his own use of cor- 


respondence to promote himself. 
Nearly all the applicants failed to comply 


with the exact conditions of the ad. They 


either failed to answer the questions spe- 
cifically or volunteered some information 
which was not asked for. 

The next fault of these letters of application 
was that they were made up of conventional 
and hackneyed phrases. This lack of original- 
ity killed any trace: of individuality, which 
was the one particular qualification desired 
by this business man.

The first essential of any successful busi- 
ness letter is to get a man’s attention and to 
holé it.

“Those were mostly single 
men. We have all we can do taking cane of 
men with families.”

Men Seem Helpless as Children. 

The worst suffering is to bé found in the 
foreign districts. The most tragic feature 
about the suffering of the people in these dis- 
tricts is the patience and helplessness which 
characterize them. 

“I have hed men come to me,” said a get- 
tlement worker In a congested foreign dis- 
trict on the northwest side, “and ask for

Fathers of families come here bedazed and 
perfectly helpless. To them it is a surprise 
that should have no work for them.

They blame no one, but 
merely ask how soon will work be found. it 
is perfectly astounding to see some of these 
men of giant dimensions completely lost like 
ehildren who are caught In a storm while out 
on a picnic far from home. They tell you 
that they had lived through such a winter 
once before, when they were in the old coun- 
try and a.storm ruined their crops. They will 
tell you how they baked bread out of bran 
and straw and will express regret that in 
America they have not even that bran and 
straw.” .

But if the foreigner has his hopes and com- 
pares his present suffering here with calami- 
ties which have befallen him or his parents in 
years past, the American or Americanized 
family which is compelled to exist for 


\ months without work presents a pitiabie 


sight. 

“The American or Americanized girl,” said 
a charity worker on the south side, “‘ perhaps 
has been the keenest sufferer In the recent 
panic. I know of many families where the 
girla earned fairly decent wages and with 
their earnings, in addition to their fathers’, 
they had splendid homes. Save they did not. 
The hard times came.and the fathers were 
laid off. The girls were laid off a few weeks 
later. 

“If you were to see the same girls today 
you would not recognize them. Their social 
standing has suffered and with it all their 
pride and courage have flown. It is, of course, 
largely the fault of their shallowness, and 
education, and wrong impressions, which 
make them think that when one is poor and 
in want one is on a lower plane than when 
one lived in plenty.”

The office of a labor agent om Ninetioth 
street contained about forty people, all of 
whom were anxiously waiting for some news 
of work.

tents of that letter. As soon as the agent 
perused the letter and told them that there 
was nothing there for them, the crowd went 
eut and inside of ten minutes another crowd 
of forty or fifty people were waiting for fur- 
ther news and gossiping so as to pase the time 
away. 

The faces of these men were « study for 
both psychologist and artist.

Only the 
thinnest of coatings each time ts desirable, 
and when the surfaces are gone over prompt- 
ly with brisk rubbings there is slight dis-

are surfaces that are dust catchers. The oil 
treatment by smoothing these and giving 
place to a hard, glossy finish does away with 
these altogether.

HAT a beautified Chicago will: be fifty 
years from now has been a topic ‘con- 
cerning thousands of present day citi- 
zens who are wrestling with the widen- 
ing of streets, the linking of boulevards, 
the spreading of parks, and the doing 
away with the crush of traffic in the loop 
district. 

Matorial and moral and civic and Individual forces 
are at work on these pressing present needs. <A three 
sided city has been declared a city divided against 
itself. For a “city beautiful” that shall be evolved 
a united Chicago must be the practical and artistic 
final result. When this dream of Chicago is realized 
in 1969 utility and beauty will be blended and the 
heart of Chicago. will be found with its western boun- 
dary at Halsted street, its north line on the river, and 
its south margin at Twelfth street.

Park Plans Already Being Carried Out. 

This pictured dream of Chicago in 1959 is attested 
by the judgment of the Chicago Association of Com- 
merce. The association's magazine has gorie to press 
with this picture of the future city. Children of pres- 
ent day merchants who patronize Chicago as the cen- 
tral market of the continent will be prepared to find 
the city in their day risen from its present sprawling 
gectionalism and crowded center to a city of magnifi- 


went distances and yet of an artistic and material one- 
ness. 

To the end of this accomplishment there are at 
work at the present time both organized and individual 
forces which are counting material progress almost 
from day to day. The park system of the city is in- 
adequate as compared with other great cities of the 
country, and in the building of Grant park and in the 
plans for the outer belt of parks which shall give to 
the Chicago of 1959*its proportion of breathing space, 
the setting for the future beautiful Chicago is asa- 
sured. 

Boulevard connections between the north and south 
sides of the city is a live engineering subject which 
is calling for the «xpenditure of gray matter every day 
in the year: It is a problem in which beautifying 
ways and -means clash with the material interests of 
a city of manufactures and the end is not yet in sight. 
But when the north and south sides are linked.by ade- 
quate roadways, the problem of the west side must 
be solvéd to complete the great general scheme of a 
great city’ of the future.

Largest City on the Continent. 

Already the Chicago of only 2,000,000 popuMtion 
finds itself tangled in the network of its own’ make- 
shift traffic ‘and transportation. Within the next fifty 
years the heart of Greater Chicago must be free of

surface and elevated. linés of transportation and the 
five ton truck, piled mountain high with freight, must 
be banished from: the streets. 

When the pictured dream of this greater and more 
beautiful Chicago is realized, the heart of it will be a 
balanced scheme of engineering and of architecture 
preserving all the unities of a city molded.to the ends 
of perhaps the largest and most \prosperous city on the 
continent. 


As the radial point of this greater downtown, the 
intersection of Halsted and Congress streets is taken. 
The cry for a west side postoffiice to supplement the 
already overbtirdened government building points to a 
possible great postoffice and government headquarters 
which shall be the axis.of the architectural scheme. 

With the north and south Mmits of Grant park at 
the river and at Twelfth street, Congress street be- 
comes the divisional center. Opening that narrow, ob- 
structed street to the proportions of a grand boulevard 
from Halsted boulevard to the rim of the lake In Grant 
park, the newer Chicago at once is a new city on a 
new and definite plan. 


Conforming to this radial center at Congress and 
Halsted streets, the Chicago harbor lies in a great 
semi-cirele at the distance of a mile from the park rim. 
A breakwater of stanch materials, rising high enough 
for harbor protection, spreads its wings to either side 
of the Congress boulevard, and the opening is protected 


by a peristyle rrom which rises a great pyramid of 
lights. 

To the north and south of the park lines are the 
docks that shall aceommodate the lake shipping _ and 
from which lake freight. will be dispatched by under- 
ground tunnels in and out. Ths Mlinois Central right 
of way will be glass roofed to the park levels. The 
street railway systems will enter downtown in  tun- 
nels. Warehouses and factories on the river, having 
no use for the river in the transmission of freignt, 
will have made way for boulevards on the river banka, 

Between Michigan boulevard and the lake rim the 
new Field museum will have been placed as a4 central 
park structure facing Congress bou.evard. To the 
north of it the great Crerar library will have sprung 
into shape, while to balance the secneme a new Art in- 
stitute will rest in line with these at Twelfth street. 
Already the Field museum and the Crerar library are 
accorded these sites; only the new Art Institute build- 
ing is fanciful in ite position.

They work amid the din and 
roar of stec!] mills or on the killing beds in the stock-

- The first day’s journey was from Chicago to In-

However, the connection between Kankakee and 
Lafayette now has to be made by steam road, but 
once the Indiana system is reached the problem be- 
comes merely one of which way to go. You can cross 
the state of Indiana by trolley several different ways. 
A shorter route than the one taken would have been 
by way of Port Wayne to Lima, O., but it was deemed 
important to include Indianapolis in the itinerary. 
There is no other place equal to Indianapolis for 
‘studying interurban trolley development. It is cer- 
tainly the greatest trolley centér in this country, and 
I doubt if its equal is to be found in the world. Ohio 
has a trolley mileage far in excess of that of Indiana, 
but it has no such concentration of its roads at one 
point. Toledo, Cleveland, Dayton, Columbus, and even

The amount of business done serves to call atten- 
tion to another phase of trolley development. The 
original trolley, as we know it, was a street car, and 
it is still a street car to most of us. Even when it 
began to invade the outlying districts it still stuck 
to the roads. But when the interurban business began 
to grow, when the great possibilities became appar- 
ent, the far seeing trolley managers discovered that 
the highway line was a m e. They could not 
make the time on the highway that they could make 
on @ private right of way; they could not grade on 
a highway as they could on @ private right of way, 
nor could they ballast their tracks as solidly. There 
were also grade cPossings and the regular highway 
traffic to cut down speed. The highway trolley was 
cheap, but it could not do the business that could be 
done by a private right of way trolley. It became 
evident, therefore, that ultimate value and profit lay 
in buying a right of way, building viaducts and 
bridges, ballasting the track solidly, and in other 
ways building much as a steam railroad would build. 
President Matthew Slush of the Chicago and Southern 
Traction company called my attention to this devel- 
opment of trolley construction. The roadbed of the 
line to Kankakee is rock ballasted and as even and 
solid as that of the steam road that parallels it part 
of the way. Later, attention being thus called to the 
matter, I noted that the new lines were almost in- 
yariably private right of way roads, and that the 
highway lines were usually the old ones, built before 
this new policy was generally adopted. 


* & 
Trolley Freights Are Complete Success. 

The freight cars on the interurban trolley (and 
this applies not alone to Indianapolis but to prac- 
tically all trolley centérs) are run almost entirely at 
night. The passenger business is usually over before 
midnight, so this gives the freight cars the right of 
way. It is sometimes necessary for a returning freight 
car to follow a passenger car on the back trip, but, se 
far as possible, the freight business is handled at 
night, and delivery is incredibly prompt as compared

and New York did I see a heavy interurban car called

This ip an 
arrangement whereby, when there is a grade crossing, 
the car will be derailed upon approaching it uniess 
the conductor goes ahead te the, crossing and holds 
down a lever while the car is passing. This makes 
it impossible for the conductor to shirk his duty or 
for the motorman to take chances. 

At Toledo I had a talk with Mayor Brand Whit- 
lock. Toledo is a trolley center, and Toledo has con- 
cerned itself with street railway problems almost as 
much as Cleveland. While the interurban trolley is 
hardly an urban street railway problem, it is so close- 
ly allied to it that I thought Mayor Whitlock might 
have sOme ideas on the subject. He had; he a.- 
vanced one that was entirely new to me relative to 
the value of the trolley. 

“T look upon the interurban trolley,’ he said, “as 
one of the greatest factors in the coming civilization. 
It is already beginning to integrate society. It is 
bringing people closer together; it is carrying city 
people into the country and bringing country people 
into the sity, and this means more than appears at 
first sight. The great problems of the time are city 
problems; they are to be worked out in the city. [If 
democracy is to justify itself it is to be in the Amer- 
ican city. Hence it is necessary that the cities be 
free, that the cities have the power to govern them- 
selves and to do all things necessary to realize them- 
seives. 

“As you know, cities today are not free: they get 
all of their powers from the state, and as in the state 
legielatures there are controlling majorities of repre- 
sentatives from the country, it follows, of course, that 
the city is ruled by country men. There has been 
in the past, unfortunately, prejudice on the part of 
country men against city people. This has been the 
natural result of difference in modes of employment, 
recreation, dress, and all that. 

“City men haye now and then contributed { this 
prejudice by their demeanor toward, eountry people. 
They are too apt, on going into the country, to as- 
sume a superior if not a supercilious attitude, and

as @ result the country members of the legislature 
have denied the cities their freedom. They have de- 
nied them local self-government, and this is what 
has produced most of the ilis that are tomplained of 
in municipal government. 

“The telephone, the rural free delivery, and, above 
all, the trolley car, are rapidly changing. this senti- 
ment; they are bringing the people of the country and 
of the city closer together, and this means, in time, 
home rule fof the cities. Eventually they will be- 
come places of joy, entertainment, and advantage for 
the country people quite as much as for the city péo- 
ple themselves, and it is the trolley that is fo help 
to do this,” :

Trolley Demonstrates Needs of the Cities. 

There is. truth in that, unquestionably-—the trolley 
is showing the country people the city’s needs—but 
it was the first time I had heard it put forward as a 
valuable agent for wise legislation. 

At Cleveland I had hoped to get an interview with 
Mayor Johnson, but he was tied up with a street 
rg@ilway commission or something of that sort, and 
the trolley car would hot wait. 

Still, Cleveland was not without ite contribution 
to the subject, for I learned something of its value 
to the amusement interests. The wrban and sub- 
urban trolley has been the practioag} making of out- 
lying amusement parks, and the itntefurban trolley 
has added to their success. Not only do these amuse- 
ment enterprises draw from the city but they also 
draw largely from the surrounding eduntry. 

From Indianapolis to Cleveland there had been no 
problems except choosing routes, hunting up time sched- 
ules and making connections, but from Cleveland I could 
not see my way by trolley beyond Westfield, N. Y. And 
it took a good deal of studying to trace it that far. 
However, it made a pretty fair continuous trolley rec- 
ord—6965 miles, from Lafayette to Westfield. I had 
supposed there would be no difficulty getting into Buf- 
falo, but I diseovered that most of Buffalo's trolley 
energies had been devoted to building lines to Niagara 
falls. Buffalo trolley men seemed to have an idea that 
nobody could possibly want to go anywhere else, and 
likely there is some basis for this belief, for the tourist 
at Buffalo naturally does want to go to Niagara falls, 
Anyhow, there is no line between Westfield and Buffalo. 
There will goon be. one between Buffalo and Dunkirk, 
and there is already one between Dunkirk and Fredonia. 
The Buffalo-Dunkirk line being built, it will then be 
merely @ question of connecting Fredonia and Westfield 
or Dunkirk and Westfield, and this will follew naturally.

Motormen Not Always “On the Job.” 

In Ohio I saw a motorman, with his car running 
perhaps forty miles an hour, turn from his motor and 
devote several minutes to shoveling coal into heater. 
He looked ahead from time to time, but the point is that 
he was not really “on the job” whiterthus occupied. He 
was out of touch with his motor. If anything had hap- 
pened requiring prompt action it would have taken time 
for him to get control of his motor again-—little time 
probably, but the fraction of a second may be all that 
is needed to decide between an accident and safety. This 
brief neglect of the motor would be a physical impos- 
sibility on the Onelda railway without shutting off the 
power. 

Getting into Albany was a simple matter after I 
reached Fonda, but getting out to the east or south 
was quite another matter. I finally chose the route 
down the Hudson as the most available and reached 
New York City with just one more break from trol- 
ley transportation. In all I covered the distance from 
Chicago to New York with six breaks in the trol- 
ley connections, five of the six being in the state of 
New York. 

The trip could be made in pleasant weather by a 
congenial party with a good deal of enjoyment, espe- 
clally that part of it lying between Chicago and Cleve- 
land. Beyond that, until the gaps have been filled 
in, the difficulty in making connections would. a 
serious drawback.

Average Trolley Employe is Provincial. 

So far as the average trolley employé is concerned 
the aun rises and sets on the particular line with 
which he is connected and he kpows nothing beyond 
that. This is not true In all cases, for in some cities 
you can get time tables that cover all the lines cen- 
tering there and many of their connections, but as a 
general thing it is difficult to get information that 
you may desire. The trolley people will do a good 
thing for their business when they make it as easy 
to get trolley information’as it is now to get steam 
road information. The field of the trolley is essen- 
tially the short haul, but still a man may want to 
learn something about conditions beyond his imme- 
diate objective point. The steam road circulates this 
information widely; the trolley often does not even 
circulate it in its own territory. 3

John Mason, who Is playing The Witching Hour” in New 
York, was explaining that he believes in hypnotism and the 
hypnotic influence exerted by an actor, “The student of act- 
ing may learn something from experience, of course; he may 
even learn something at our ‘bum’ dramatic schools; but he 
eannot learn to exercise a power that is not in him from the 
beginning,” he declared. “I have seen a young man bring in 
a card and make a greater impression than the actor with the 
whole play behind him. Actors are born, not taught, and to 
get anywhere they must have a force that is a part of them. 
It may be ‘genius,’ it may be ‘personality,’ it may be ‘mag- 
nétism,’ but in the majority of casea I believe it is hypnotism.”

it would not be necessary to resort to 
clearing house certificates and other sub- 
stitutes for currency. Banke which hed 
good commercial paper or certain kinds 
of bonds would be able to take out at ' 
once additional circulation. It was be- 
cause commercial paper was excluded 
from the Aldrich bill that western and 
southern bankers first took ground against 
it. If they were to oppose the Vreeland 
bill, which gives them what they were 
contending for a month ago and which 
does not contain provisions which made 
the senate measure specially objectionable 
to them, they would be stultifying them- 
selves. 

The Vreeland bill, like the Aldrich bill, 
imposes on an emergency circulation a 
tax of one-half of 1 Her cent a month for 
the first four months and a higher tax 
thereafter. Some bankers say that the 
initial tax should be at the rate of 4 in- 
stead of 6 per cent. It is argued that 
with the lower rates banks would take 
out emergency notes in the earlier stages 
of financial stringency -and before the 
necessity for more currency was so urgent 
as to make it profitable to pay a 6 per cent 
tax on notes. 

gif there is to be an error in this matter 
it should be on the side of safety. The 
rate of tax shonkd not be so low as to 
make it profitable for a bank to take out 
emergency currency when there jis no real 
need of it except among speculators. 
That would mean an inflation of the cur- 
rency. It is certain that with the condi- 
tions such as they were Jast. year the 
banks woukl take ont emergency notes 
subject to a 6 per cent tax and that they 
would not issue notes which had to pay 


|} that tax unless they were really needed. 


It wHl be wiser to begin with the 6 per 
cent rate and see hhow it works when the 
next season of currency famine arrives. 


ATTACKING A CONFIDENCE GAME. 

It took seven minutes fora jury @ the 
United States District court to reach a 
yerdict in the case of the marriage broker, 
Mrs. Scott. This should be an encour- 
agement to the district attorney to per- 
severe until the “ industry ”’ is broken up 
here. It.can only be destroyed by ag- 
gressive prosecution and the publicity 
which the press readily gives to this sub- 
ject. 

Verdicts in both the Marian Grey and 
Scott cases are especially gratifying. 
There was danger of the jury’s refusing 
to convict beeatse of ‘specious pleas 
of good intention or of appeals to mascu- 
line susceptibilities by the youth and sex 
of the defendant in-one instance at least. 
But neither jury hesitated to brtish aside 
the pretense of sentiment and went 
straight to the uncompromising truth, the 
fundamental fraud disclosed by the eyi- 
dence. 

There is no defense for matrimonial 
agencies, even in theory, In such a coun- 
try as ours. And there proved to be ab- 
solutely no justification in the facts dis- 
closed as to theif operation.” As Judge 
Landis pointed out, these agéncies prey 
upon the ignorant and the weak minded 
and from them alone derive support, ziv- 
ing nothing in return, offermg what they 
have not to give, spreading a wide net of 
frand and deceit. 

The district attorney’s office is said fo 
have evidence against a number of men 
who finance these--agencies, silent part- 
ners of their vicions commerce. It is to 
be hoped they will be brought to book. 
A, prison term for each one of them 
would discourage investment in this 
Inerative field and help materially to bring 
the, whole evil to a speedy end. 


CLEANING THE CITY. 

Next Friday will be a sort of civic: holi- 
day in Ohicago if the suggestion of 
Mayor Busse is generally followed. The | 
day has already been set apart as Arbor | 
day. “Elaborate plans for its observance 
have Ween made. Trees will be’ planted 
or shrubs and flowers. The achools will 
have special exercises. The combination 
of Arbor day with cleaning time ig a 
natural one. 

The spring interest in cleaning, the 
pride of the individual, and the care for 
the appearance of the home neighborhood 
| are three factors to which a strong ap- 

peal may be made. A union of effort 
will accomplish a great deal. That has 
been clearly shown through the loca] im- 
provement associations which are having 
60 much imfluence here and there through- 
out the city. 

The enlistment of school children in the 
cleaning campaign is a good thing. Boys 
and ‘girls always enjoy the work of get- 
ting rid of rubbish. If proper direction 
is given their efforts they are able to 
make a surprising showing in the course 
of a few hours. 

Much débris of one kind or another 
collects in yards, alleys, and vacant lots 
in the winter months. If this material is 
all raked up and carted away promptly a 
day’s work will have marked effect upon 
the city’s physical appearance. In view 
30 | of the area of Chicago it is manifest that. 
the city administration must have the 
hearty codperation of individuals in order 
te do what ought to be done. in the inter- 
est of physical cleanliness and public 
health. .

FOR OUR YOUNG DRAMATISTS. 

Mr. William Archer, the translator of 
Ibsen and one of the three or four lead- 
ing dramatic critics of England, gives en- 
couraging testimony to the growth of an 
American drama. 

When Mr. Archer last visited the 
United States, in 1899, he found the the- 
aters filled with Emglish importations and 
French adaptations. He finds now on 
our stage an American rendering of Hfe 
“virile and promising as a.whole,” 

To any one who realizes the influence 

of the theater for good or bad in any 
community the change noted by Mr, 
Archer has been more than welcome, It 
is a manifest change and we may haope 
a permanent one. Among literary men 
and somew the lure of the stage is grow- 
ing stronger, and, while few will be 
chosen, a few is sufficient to give to the 
Amierican theater the vitalizing influence 
which a real contact and-a real concern 
with onr own life will give it. 
- (he chief factor of this betterment is 
the Increasing disposition of the American 
manager to give faith to the American 
playwright. But imevitably this much 
abused individual makes his choice on ¢on- 
servative lines. He is not a radical ex- 
perimenter. He is a man of business. 
He therefore naturally works along lines 
of proved success and also with an eye 
to the use of his own material—his stars. 
The effect of this perfectly sensible policy 
is, however, to discourage originality in 
the dramatist, and it will be long before 
the creative artist is as free as he ought 
to be if he is to get the highest results. 

In Paris they have developed an excel- 
lent system, if it may be so called, of vol- 
untary societies which are interested in 
experimentation. The latest of thefe to 
be formed is called “Les Essayeurs,” 
whose avowed and single purpose is to 
encourage new talent, to produce good 
plays by wmrecognized men. 

If the occasional efforts at “ elevating 
the drama ” in America could be directed 
along the lines of these Paris societies, 
perhaps the longest possible step would 
be taken toward the improvement in na- 
tive dramatic art and in the development 
of public taste and intelligence so ee 
ently prayed. for. 


BATHING BEACHES. 

Bathing beaches are scarce in Chicago. 
This is a strange situation when the 
miles of lake frontage are considered. 
With natural advantages far superior to 
those of almost any other city in the 
world, artificial barriers have been erected 
to prevent the access of the people to 
the shores of Lake Michigan. 

On the south side the wSter frontage 
of Jackson park covers a large distance. 
Then, after a short interval, the Illinois 
Centtal right of way follows the lake 
from Fifty-first street almost to the river. 
On the north side the Lake Shore drive 
and the Lincoln park frontage serve as 
positive barriers. BExcept for one public 
beach on the south side there is no chance 
for bathing for a number of miles, despite 
the constant invitation of the lake waters. 

On the north side two popular places 
have afforded opportunity for this health- 
ful recreation to many thousands of citi- 
sens. These have to make way for park 
improvement. The removal of this beach 
emphasizes the need of provision for bath- 
wing facilities along the lake. 

The situation should be studied- with 
éare. What is needed is a number of 
bathing beaches. Against properly con- 
dueted places of this character there can 
be no objection urged. .There are enough 
amusement parks for the pleasure of 
those who enjqgy them. The establish- 
ment of new ‘resorts of this type under 
the guise of bathing beaches may justly 
be objected to. But against bathing 
beaches pure and simple, where proper

portion of the year with him, is one of bein 
most brilliant and clever women in Eu 
whose salon at Rome enjoys an internationa 
fame, and who, known as Donna Laura 
Minghetti, is the widow of Premier Minghet- 
ti, one of the principal avithors of the triple 
alliance. Prince Billow is rich, and about 
two years ago he inherited a large fortune, 
amounting to several millions of dolars, 
from one of the relatives of his mother, who 
was a daughter of one of the great merchant 
princes of Hamburg.

Young Charles Thomas Mills, who has just 
come of age, is the eldest son of the wealthy

Names of English government depart- 
ments are sometimes confusing, and it may 
be therefore as well to explain just what the 
office is to which Winston Churchill has been 
promoted from the under secretaryship of 
state of the colonies. The presidency of the 
board of trade is the British equivalent of 
the secretaryship of labor and commerce 
at Washington, with other duties thrown in. 
Although inferior in rank, prestige, and 
emolument to the chancellorship of the ex- 


miralty, or to any one of the great secretary- 
ships of state, yet it is an office of vast im-. 
portance, the influence of which makes itself 
felt in almost every phase of British life, 
both at home and abroad. Indeed, its occu- 
pant is by virtue of his duties so constant-. 
ly in the eye of the public that provided he 
is a mah of any strength his promotion’ is 
speedily forced upon the crown and upon the 
premier by popular acclaim. This was the 
case with Joseph Chamberlain, who left the 
presidency of the board of trade to become 
secretary of state for the colonies, and ft 
has now again been so with its recent in- 
cumbent, David Lioyd George, who haa just 
become chancetlér of the exchequer—that is 
to say, minister of finance of the empire. 
Theoretically thé board of trade is a com- 
mittee of the privy council, and may be said 
to owe its origin in any permanent fornr to - 
Charles II. Until bis time, whenever ques- 
tions arose affecting the commerce of the 
country, and which reguired action or in- 
terference on the part of the crown, they 
were referred by the latter to.a committee 


pose of dealing with the particular matter 
under consideration. This, however, was 
found so inconvenient, that in 1668 the Mer- 
rie monarch was induced te create a special 
board of trade and plantations, independent 
of the ptivy council. William III. confirmed 
it, and assigned to the board the duty of 
settling all the laws, regulations, and dis- 
putes relating to the colonies and to com- 
meree. It was in hie reign that the celebrat- 
ed John Locke was the secretary and execu-' 

tive officer of tHe board, the iatter con= 
sisting of a first lord commissioner, the prin- 
cipal officers of state, and seven other com- 
missioners, with a salary of §5.000 apiece. 
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Although tt was deprived of its contro! of 
the colonies in 1760, when a secretary of 
state for the colonies was first appointed, 
yet it had prior to that timé ja considera- 
ble share in bringing about these conditions . 
between England and her North American 
dependencies which culminated in the war 
of independence and In the birth of the 
United States. Largely on this account, and 
owing to popular dissatisfaction with the 
board, it was legislated out of existence 
by means of Burke’s celebrated bill for re- 
trenchment in 1782. But Pitt on coming into 
office found the need of assistance In deal- 
ing with questions of trade, industry, and 
commerce, and accordingly reinaugurated 
the method in vogue up .to the reign of 
Charles II., of transferring matters relating 
to commerce to a special committee of the 
privy council, with this difference: that 
the committee, instead of being appointed 
for the consideration of any particular af- 
fair, was made a permanent creation. Its 
presidency he intrusted to Lord Hawks- 
bury, afterwards the earl of Liverpool, as 
the man above all others best: qualified to 
The other. mem- 
bers of the society consisted at first of him- 
self, Lord Sidney, Lord Mulgrave, William 
Grenville, paymaster of the forces, and 
Henry Dundas, the treasurer of the navy; 
algo the. secretaries of state and the arch- 
bishop of Canterbury. - ~ 

But it was soon found that the work was 
of far too compreh ve and important a 
character to admit of its transaction in the 
office of the privy council. The president of 
the committee was provided with offices of 
his own, and with.an ever growing staff of 
assistants, until towards the end of the 
reign of George IV., the board had developed 
into a full fledged depariment, in the work 
of which the other ministers took no longer 
any share, but which was left wholly in the 
hands of the president, who was accorded a 
regular salary of $10,000 a stpsrcage ce @ seat 
in the cabinet.
